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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 ,1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 

1 1/1 1/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-2, 6-10, and 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sturino (US 5,713,886). 

Sturino discloses a sanitary napkin comprising absorbent layer 12; liquid 
permeable layer 14; impermeable layer 16; with a relatively wide anterior end and a 
posterior end connected by side margins to generally define a triangular shape; see 
figure 1 . Angled tabs 26 and 28 associated with adhesive attachment elements 32, 34 
with release liners 44 and 46 aligned obliquely with respect to a longitudinal central axis. 
The thickness is disclosed to be less than about 5mm (see column 2, lines 41-51). 
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Regarding the product by process claims 19-25, the examiner notes that even though 
product-by-process claims are limited by a defined by the process, determination of 
patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. See MPEP 21 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-11 and 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Nash (US 6,572,597) in view of Helmfridsson et al. (US 6,602,237). 

Nash discloses an absorbent article comprising an absorbent body 12; liquid 
impermeable backing 13; generally triangular shape; one angled tab extending from 
each side margin associated with an adhesive attachment element 1 8 with releasable 
liner 19; see figure 2. Nash does not directly disclose a top liquid permeable liner sheet 
enclosing the absorbent body 12, however Helmfridsson et al. '237 discloses the well 
known construction of an absorbent layer 2 enclosed by a liquid permeable layer 3 and 
impermeable layer 4; see column 2, lines 51+. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to include the top liner layer as taught by Helmfridsson et al. in the invention to 
Nash in order to isolate the cotton layer from a person's skin. 
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Regarding the thickness of less than about 5mm, the examiner takes Official 
Notice that reducing the thickness of panty liners, etc. is very desirable and well known 
in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to manufacture 
the thong panty liner of Nash according to such a thickness. 


Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 and 19-25 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
